Company of GOLDSMITHS, London, That divers ſmall 
Works, as Silver Buckles for Belts, Silver Hilts, and the pieces 
thereto belonging, with divers other ſmall Wares both of Gold and Silver are 
frequently Wrought and put to Saleby divers Goldſmiths and others, worſe 
than Standard to the great abuſe of his Majeſties good Subjetts, and Diſcre- 
dit of that ManufaQure and reproach in Forraign parts to the Engliſh Gold- 
ſmiths : And that there are alſo divers pieces of Silver Plate ſold, not bein 
Aſſayed at Goldſmiths-Hall, and ſo not Marked with the Leopards Head 
Crowned and Lyon, as by Law the ſame ought to be, And whereas the 
Wardens of the ſaid Company, to prevent the ſaid Frauds, have formerly re- 
quired all perſons to forbear putting to Sale any Adulterate Wares either of 
Gold or Silver, but that they cauſe the ſame forthwith to be defaced. And 
that as well Plate-Workers as Smali-Workers ſhould canſe their reſpeCtive 
Marks to be brought to Goldſmiths- Hal, and there (trike the ſame in a Table 
kept inthe Aſſay.Office, and likewiſeenter their Names and places 6f Habi- 
tations in a Book there kept for that purpoſe, whereby the Perſons and their 
Marks might be known unto the Wardens of the ſaid Company ; which hav. 
ing not of late been duely obſerved, and many of the offenders ſeem to be in- 
corrigible. Theſe are thereforeto give notice to, and to require again, alt 
thoſe who Exerciſe the ſaid Art or Myſtery of Goldſmiths in or about the Ci- 
ties of Londoz and Weſtminſier,and the Suburbs of the ſame, and in and about 
the Borrough of Southwark, that they forthwith repair to Goldſmiths- Hal. 
and there ſtrike their Marks (firſt approved of by the Wardens in Court ) in 
a Table appointed for that purpoſe, and likewiſe enter their Names, with the 
places of their reſpetive Dwellings ina Book remaining inthe Aflay- Office 
there: And that as well the Worker as Shop»keeper, and all Cntlers and 
Girdlers,and all others, Trading in Gold orS1lver Wares,of what ki1d or qua4 
lity ſoever they be, forbear putting to Sale any of the ſaid Works, not being 
agreeable to Standatd 3 that is to ſay, Gold not leſs in fineneſs than two and 
twenty Carrots, and Silver not leſs in fineneſs than eleven ounces two penny 
weight. And that no perſon or perſons do from henceforth put to Sale any 
of the ſaid Wares either Small or Great, before the Workmans Mark be ſtruck 
clear and viſible thereon, and upon every part thereof, that is wrought aſun- 
der and afterwards ſodered or made faſt thereto,in finiſhing the ſame, unleſy 
it be ſuch ſort of Work adjudged by the Wardens, that it will not conveni- 
ently bear the Workers Mark. And that (all manner of Silver Veſlels,and all 
manner ofSilver Hilts for Swords, and all manner of Silver puckles for Belts 
and Girdles, and other harneſs of Silver be Aflayed at Goldſmiths-Hal, and 
there approved for Standard 3 by ſtriking thereon the Lyon and Leopard'g 
Head Crowned, or one of then, before they be expoſed to Sale. And here. 
of all Perſons concerned are required to take notice, and demean themſelveg 
accordingly - otherwiſe the Wardens reſolve to make it their Care to pro- 
cute them to be proceeded againſt according to Law. And will reward + 
every perſon for their pains in diſcovering before them (in Court) the matter 
of Fatt of any Tranſgreſlor (inthe premiſes.) upon the Conviction of the 
Offenders AY FE 
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
